On July 31, 2000, Big Rivers Electric Corporation (“Big Rivers”) applied to the 

Commission for authority to reduce its rates for electric service to its member cooperatives 

by $3,680,000 per year for 2 years by implementing the member discount adjustment rider 

proposed to its existing tariff.  In its filing, Big Rivers requested permission to deviate from 

the requirements of Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5:007, Section 1(4).

Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5:007, Section 1(4), requires a comparison of 

the current and proposed rates.  In support of its request, Big Rivers states that because 

the proposed rider does not change its existing tariff rates, no comparison can be provided.

Having reviewed the filing and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds that good cause has been shown by Big Rivers for its request and that 

the information filed therein is sufficient to enable the Commission to review adequately Big 

Rivers’ filing.  Therefore, its request to deviate from the above-cited regulation should be 

granted.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that Big Rivers’ request to deviate from the 

requirements of 807 KAR 5:007, Section 1(4), is granted.
